“Improbable” 

Referring to the Snaiwan Fort 
incident of the alle 
ting af Volunteers 
rendered, Mr. Sakai contended 
that the scars shown by. wit- 
nesses Chan Yam-kwong and 
Martin Fao Hin-chi, were not 
gears resulting from a bayonet 
thrust. 

The. lines of the scars were 
not ina straight horizontal line 
aa they would bave been if re- 
ceived ina bayonet thrust from 
ao Japanese soldter trained to 
use hia bayonet in the Japanese 
Army manner. Furthermore, 
both were alightly wounded and, 
assuming that they had been 
bayonetted and not killed out- 
right, if was improbable — that 
they would not have received a 
Recond and third thrust if the 
intention had been to kill. 

Commenting further on the 
evidence uf Chan Yam-kwong, 
Mr. Sakai suggested that wit- 
ness, if he had been bayonetted, 
would not have naturally (as he 
claimed) rolled down the slope 
as it waa not so steep’ that ao 
human body would naturally 
roll down it, It was unlikely 
that he would have fallen down 
In a position from which he 
could easily roll dow. 

Mr. Sakai contended also 
that a bayonet wound In the 
wrist would not be sufficient to 
make a person fall and that 
Chan'a explanation that “all 
the blond squirted on my ‘shirt, 
so the Japanese took for grant- 
ed that I was-killed” could not 
stand. The -incident wan said 
to have occurred at night when 
it was dark and there was, no 
light to see by.
